looking at strengthening the 
Associate in Arts degree by 
upgrading curriculum content 
and standards. 

Under the new = system, 
Specified in Title 5, students will 
have to meet more stringent 
requirements in courses 
Starting July 1, 1988. 

“The California Community 
College System operates on an 
open door policy and it will 
continue to do so,” said Betty 
Mills, dean of instructional 
Services.

“is that we have what we call 
‘open access.’ 

“You can't get into the four 
year colleges without meeting 
certain academic requirements 
and passing certain tests. 

“There's a whole population 
out there who could never get 
in. We'll take anybody. If you've 
got the strength to walk in the 
door and can make your ‘x’ on 
the line, we'll take you 
wherever you are and start 
teaching you. 

“We'll teach you English. 
We'll teach you to read and 
write. We'll teach you clear up 
through a vocation, or we'll get 
you ready to transfer to a four 
year university. But we'll take 
anybody in. 

“They call that the open door 
policy.” 


To be able to take students at 
any level of academic 
performance the college must 
have varying levels of 
instruction. 

The Board of Governors is 
reassessing and strengthening 
course requirements for all 
levels. _ 

The new requirements are 
“not making it more difficult for 
you to get in,” Mills said, ‘‘but a 
lot more difficult for you to get 
out.” 

This across-the-board 
revision of curriculum wil! 
require changes in course 
structure and content. 

The major changes in 
academic standards include 
entry level testing for courses

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Counselors call 


for senatehelp

A Faculty Senate discussion 
over administration policy 
ended in a show of support for 
the counselors who are being 
reorganized under the direction 
of Grace Mitchell, vice 
chancellor of student admini- 
Stration. 

Sharon Wright, an RSC 
counselor, spoke to the senate 
on behalf of herself and her 
fellow faculty members and 
asked for their support in 
addressing the issue of 
Mitchell's reorganization. 

“The reorganization was 
done without any input by 
faculty at all, the counseling 
faculty or the instructional 
faculty,”’ Wright said. 

“What we have here is a 
failure to consult with faculty,’ 
Lee Mallory, president of the 
Academic Senate, said. 

This communication problem 
has been building for some 


time, Mallory said. He cited five 
examples of recent vintage to 
support the Senate's contention. 

Last year a decision was 
made by the director of 
personnel to move the time for 
election on fringe pay benefits 
or options forward from late 
summer to late spring. As a 
result of this move, many didn’t 
get the message and much 
confusion occurred, Mallory 
said. 

In the fall of 1986, a decision 
was made to cut class offerings 
from the projected schedule 
because the budget would not 
cover all the classes. Robert 
Jensen, president of RSC, and 
the Board told the respective 
deans to make their cuts. 

“But the faculty wasn't 
consulted,’’ said Mallory. 

When the Academic Senate 
asked for a hiring freeze of non- 
teaching personnel, their

Hiring, purchasing freeze will not 
hurt students, according to deans

The hiring and purcha3ing 
freeze that has been placed on 
RSC will have no direct and 
immediate effects on students, 
according to the majority of 
deans on campus. 

Richard Brunell, dean of the 
business division who has been 
through these freezes before, 
explained that the freeze is not 
as bad as it seems. 

“Most of the equipment 
needed for this semester has 
already been purchased and the 
hiring freeze is just on 
administration, not on 
teachers.” 

Brunell also added that the 
freeze is not on supplies. 

“Supplies are just getting 
looked at a little more closely, 
to see if we really need them 
now or if we can wait,”’ Burnell 
said. 

Brunell went on to say that

the students will receive what is 
necessary for the class. 

“If students need floppy disks 
to do computer work they will 
get them, they just won't be 
getting any new computers this 
semester,’’ Brunell said. 

Robert Matthew, vice 
chancellor of fiscal affairs, 
reported that the freeze has 
been placed on the hiring of 
classified personnel, which 
does not include teachers. 

“Our number one priority 
here is to the students,” 
Matthew said. “The last thing 
we want to do is to inhibit 
learning.” 

Even with the start of a new 
fiscal year in July, the freeze 
may still be a part of the 
district's budget plan. 

“The hiring freeze will 
probably be kept through next 
semester,’ Matthew said. ‘But 
it is too early to tell about the 
equipment.”

Courses that must meet the 
degreed criteria will be treating 
subject matter with a scope and 
intensity which requires 
Students to study independently 
outside of class time. Thus, 
students can expect more 
outside homework. 

Most classes, whether they 
be credentialed courses or not, 
will require more writing 
assignments and essay testing. 

“Students should expect to 
see more classes with 
prerequisites,” said Mills. 

“We are going to be asked to 
teach critical thinking in all our 
classes,” Mills said. Critical 
thinking is “the ability to see 
both sides of an argument; the 
ability to read discriminately, to 
know if what you're reading is 
biased or not; the ability to look 
at long bodies of information 
and develop opinion and to 
debate either side of the 
question.”

request fell on “deaf ears,” 
Mallory’ said, until the lottery 
shortfall brought the situation 
to a head.

The latest example, on Friday, 
March 6, the teachers were told 
they had to turn in their grades 
the same week they gave their 
mid-terms. Normally, they are 
submitted a week after the test. 

“Did admission and records 
chief, also under Grace 
Mitchell, ask the faculty, ‘Hey, 
what about this change?’”’

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Colleges get short changed 


When California Gov. George 
Deukmejian was elected in 
1982, and again in 1986, he 
promised strong support of 
public education. He indicated 
that he believed education to be 
important in combating such 
problems as drugs and crime. 

Since he was elected, though, 
Deukmejian has turned his back 
on education. California is 
operating with a surplus that 
approaches $1 billion, 
seemingly giving the governor a 
chance to show his support. 
Instead, all the community 
colleges will have in the 1987- 
88 budget that they did not last 
year is a 2.7 percent cost-of- 
living increase. 

For community colleges that 
suffer from declining enroll- 
ment, the state will not give upa 
single dollar to provide relief. 
Nor will they provide funding for 
districts that have begun to 
recapture the enrollment they 
lost because of tuition increases 
and past budgets. 

Community college districts, 
including RSC, have faltered 
due to low funds from the lottery 
funds. Much of that has been 
due to college mismangement, 


but now the state will not help 
these teetering districts regain 
their balance. Instead, with the 
new budget, Duekmajian 
apparently intends to shove 
these districts the rest of the 
way over. 

To truly show his non- 
support, Deukmajian’s budget 
provides inadequate funds to 
replace educational equipment 
and only allows $7 million, 
instead of the recommended 
$50 million, for matriculation. 
Both of which would only add 
insult to injury to districts in 
RSC’s situation. 

Deukmajian needs to take a 
strong look at the importance of 
community colleges before he 
goes much farther. Most 
transfer students into UC or 
CSU systems come from this 
level. They also have a much 
higher potential of graduating 
then those fresh from high 
school. 

The governor and his 
administration are proud of their 
support of agriculture. In radic 
spots it is said that agriculture 
returns three dollars for every 
dollar the state invested. But 
there is no mention that 


communtiy college, as an 
economic entity, returns four 
dollars for each dollar invested 
by the state. 

Deukmajian must provide 
more money to community 
colleges.

The facts 
come first, and then a theory 
to explain the facts. Evolution 
is such a theory. The atomic 
theory and the cosmological 
theory (which includes the © 
idea of the big bang) are two 
other such theories. A theory, 
by the way, is not mere 
supposition. We are as sure 
‘of the existence of atoms as 
we are of our own existence, 
yet we speak of the 
atomictheory. 

Why would | deny the term 
science to creationism, but 
give it to the atomic theory or 
evolutionary theory? Both the 
later two theories started from 
men and women working with 
facts; sometimes they took 
wrong turns, made mistakes, 
or changed their minds. By 
testing their ideas against 
facts and experiments they, 
and all who are interested in 
facts, have arrived at a certain 
degree of certainty about 
atoms and evolution. 

How does this process of 
science differ from the process 
of creationism-believers? 
Creationists start with their 
finished idea: God created all 
living things, exactly as they 
are, as described by God in 
the Bible. Creationists then go 
on to select those facts which 
bolster their belief and ignore 
or take out of context those 


facts which contradict their 
belief. (By the way, this 
portrayal of creationism is not 
anti-religion. There are many 
devout believers, including 
Jews, Catholics and 
Protestants, who believe that 
evolution is the method of 
God's creation.) 

Paula Martin also asked 
who observed the big bang. 
The answer is that we do. The 
existing, continuing evidence 
of the big bang, called 
background radiation, is 
present and observable in the 
universe all around us. The 
discovery of this radiation, and 
the verification of its existence 
by scientists all around the 
world, has settled some of the 
questions scientists have long 
had about the fact of 
expanding universe. Of course, 
to the question of what came 
before the big bang, there are 
no definite scientific answers, 
since we have, so far, no facts 
concerning that. . 

We should also note that in 
science there is always the 
possibility of change in a 
theory as a result of newly 
discovered facts, or better 
explanations of known facts. 
These changes are almost 
always evolutionary 
modifications of the existing 
theory, rather than the 
complete replacement of one 
theory by another. By contrast, 
creationists do not admit the 
possibility of any change in 
their fundamental ideas no 
matter what new facts are 
discovered. There is no 
question about someone’s 
right to believe in creationism, 
but we should not mistake it 
for science.
